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SWAT  THE  FLY. 


It  has  not  been  many  years  since  the  fly  was  looked  upon 
as  a  necessity — a  kind  of  scavenger,  'but  modern  knowledge 
teaches  us  that  the  fly  is  not  only  not  a  necessity  but  one  of 
the  greatest  evils  with  which  we  have  to  contend. 

This  common  house  fly  is  probably  one  of  the  greatest 
carriers  of  disease  known,  and  it  therefore  'becomes  our  duty 
to  destroy  this  pest.  It  is  not  only  our  duty,  but  it  is  a 
responsibility  that  we  owe  to  ourselves  and  those  depending 
on  us.  We  have  no  more  right  to  let  a  fly  carry  disease,  that 
in  spite  of  our  greatest  efforts  will  result  in  the  death  of  our 
children,  than  we  have  to  permit  an  insane  person  to  go  at 
large   and  murder  these  same  children. 

I  have  said  that  the  fly  is  not  a  necessity,  but  I  use  this 
term  in  double  meaning.  The  fly  is  of  no  benefit  to  us.  We 
do  not  need  him  and  he  is  in  that  sense  in  no  way  a  neces- 
sity. We  not  only  do  not  need  the  fly,  but  it  is  not  neces- 
sary for  us  to  have  the  fly.  We  can  get  rid  of  him,  and  in 
this  sense  the  fly  is  not  a  necessity. 

For  the  last  two  months  the  newspapers  of  the  country 
have  been  more  or  less  full  of  urgent  advice  to  "swat  the 
fly."  Many  of  our  cities  and  some  of  the  states  are  offering 
prizes  for  those  who  will  deliver  the  largest  number  of  dead 
flies  to  a  designated  committee.  Thus  a  great  many  flies  are 
being  destroyed. 

An  army  of  children  (for  this  fight  is  carried  on  largely 
by  the  children)  are  daily  killing-  flies,  but  how  much  pro- 
gress in  the  eradication  of  the  fly  are  we  making  in  this  way? 
Are  the  flies  actually  being  reduced  in  number  by  this  cam- 
paign to  any  appreciable  extent,  and  if  not,  is  this  fact  not 
an  indication  that  we  are  swatting  the  fly  in  the  wrong  place? 
In  other  words,  given  a  family  of  five  children  and  a  larg-e 
manure  pile ;  start  the  children  to  work  swatting  flies ;  let 
them  swat  flies  every  hour  of  the  day,  and  will  the  flies  killed 
by  them  equal  the  number  of  flies  hatched  by  that  manure 
pile?  Again,  given  a  family  of  two  children  who  are  swatting 
flies  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  and  let  this  family  maintain 
an  open  garbage  can ;  will  the  effort  of  these  children  equal 
the  number  of  flies  hatched  in  this  filthy  can? 

In  short,  are  we  not  using  the  energy  of  our  soldiers  and 
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firing  away  the  ammunition  at  the  riffraff  of  our  opposing 
army,  while  the  brain  workers  of  the  other  army  are  planting 
a  mine  under  our  army  that  will  ultimately  blow  us  up? 
Would  we  not  make  greater  progress  if  we  divided  our  effort 
against  the  fly,  or  I  would  say  rather  if  we  adults  turned  in 
and  helped  the  children  swat  the  fly? 

It  would  not  be  very  dignified  for  the  Chief  Justice  of 
the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  to  carry  on  the  street  a  piece  of 
wire  netting  attached  to  a  short  stick  with  which  he  proceeded 
to  swat  the  fly  wherever  he  saw  one.  But  would  it  not  be 
a  more  proper  move  for  this  very  dignified  gentleman  to  see 
that  his  garbage  can  is  properly  covered,  to  see  that  his  back 
yard  is  kept  clean  at  all  times,  and  that  no  place  is  permitted 
on  his  premises  where  a  fly  could  find  a  suitable  place  to  lay 
her  eggs?  (The  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  used 
as  an  impersonal  illustration). 

If  we  are  going  to  fight  the  fly,  let  us  fight  it  as  we  would 
fight  an  opposing  army.  Let  us  not  only  attempt  to  destroy 
the  field  forces,  but  let  us  destroy  their  storehouses,  am- 
munition and  source  of  supply. 

The  children  know  where  flies  come  from.  Those  who>  are 
trying  for  prizes  do  not  stay  around  clean  'homes  to  catch 
the  fly,  if  they  are  sharp.  As  illustration:  A  boy  and  girl 
engaged  in  a  fly  fighting  contest  met  after  the  day's  work. 
The  boy  said,  "How  many  flies  have  you  gotten  ?"  The  girl 
said,  "Oh,  three  or  four  hundred."  The  boy  sneered.  He 
had  more  thousands  than  she  had  hundreds.  Upon  inquiry 
as  to  where  he  had  gotten  them,  his  reply  was,  "I  got  them  at 
the  city  dump." 

In  other  words  these  cities  were  offering  prizes  to  kill 
the  very  fly  that  they  were  hatc'hing  at  their  dump  ground, 
and  ljalf  the  money  offered  for  killing  the  fly  would  easily 
have  done  away  with  this  hatchery.  I  sincerely  trust  that  no 
one  will  take  this  statement,  or  any  part  of  it,  as  indicating 
an  opposition  to  swatting  the  fly.  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of 
every  movement  that  is  made  to  do  away  with  the  fly,  but  I 
would  suggest  that  we  divide  the  prizes  that  we  propose  to 
offer  for  killing  the  fly  into  two  parts,  the  first  to  be  given 
to  the  children,  or  adults,  if  they  choose  to  contest,  who 
deliver  the  largest  number  of  flies  destroyed  in  their  homes, 
or  around  their  homes;  and  that  the  second  portion  of  this 
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prize  money  be  given  to  the  householder  who  shows  the  great- 
est effort  at  removing  from  his  premises  conditions  that  favor 
the  hatching  of  flies. 

Of  course  this  latter  move  means  inspection  of  places 
within  the  area  covered  by  the  contest  before  the  contest  is 
begun.  And  I  would  further  suggest  a  booby  prize  for  the 
one  who  failed  to  remove  the  fly  hatcheries  from  his  premises ; 
that  this  booby  prize  consist  of  a  ducking  that  would  not  result 
in  injury  to  the  individual,  but  might  remind  him  that  his 
neighbors  did  not  appreciate  his  lack  of  cleanliness
